3. Mulch around camellias with two or three inches 
of lenf mold or peat moss. In warm areas it will keep 
the ground cool and moist.

4. Pinch back new chrysanthemum plants when 
you set them out and continue pinching the new growth 
until July. This makes bushy, sturdy plants. Fertilize 
regularly.

5. Tomoto plants can be set out now. Pepper plants 
arc also available (or use in a warm, sunny spot in the 
garden.
